Between the Admiral aad Critics— 
Lemley Aoebpta the Detail as Judge 
Advocate, Thus Completing Court

the Schley ease directs the court of in- 
quiry to investigate Schley's conduct la 
connection with the events ef the San- 
tiago campaign; movements of the "fly- 
ing squadron" off Cienfuegos in May, 
1898; the movements of said squadron 
iu proceeding from Cienfuegos to San- 
tiago; tie cb*cnmstenees attending the 
arrival,of the flying squadron off San- 
tiago; the reason for Its retrograde tarn 
westward and departure from off San- 
tiago, and the propriety thereof; the dis- 
obedience by Sehley of the orders of the 
department contained In Its dispatch 
of May 25, 188S, and the propriety of 
his conduct in thepremlies. 


It must ascertain the condition of the 


coal supply of tlie flying squadron on 
and about May 27, 3898; its coaling fa- 
cilities, the necessity cr advisability of 
the return cf the squadron to Key West 
to coal, and the accuracy and propriety 
of the official reports made by Commo- 
dore Bchley with respect to this matter. 


Whether or not every effort incumbent 


upon the commanding officer of a fleet 
under such circumstances was made to 
capture or destroy the Spanish cruiser

OOliTEAPT OF COCKT 


Judge Stevens was severe upon the 


reporters at the Fosburgrh trial, ex- 
tremely BO, we think, and 
we are 


of the opinion that 
if 
the 
mat- 


ter was left to any Jury with the emi- 
nent judge his own advocate the ver- 
dict would be against him. It is fresh 
In memory that Judge Stevens expell- 
ed from the court room the represen- 
tatives of three New York newspapers 
because they reported a scene at the 
"grave" of May Foabufgh on last Sun- 
day. The ju^ge declared that the re- 
port of the scene in the three newspap 
era referred to was a serious attack 
upon the administration of Justice, 
and it would appear that the offense 
lay in quoting Mrs. K. 3J. Fosburgh, 
the mother of the then defendant, 
who called upon her dead daughter 
to say the word that would prove tho 
accusation against her brother to be 
a -lie. Justice Stevens said regarding 
this report, "I can think of no pub- 
lication more likely to affect tije minds 
of the j'ury." 


Apparently the judge believed that 


the scene and the mother's words 
would work upon the sympathies of 
the jury and thus tend to prevent 
them from arriving at a verdict solely 
upon the evidence presented in court. 
He may be right, but, as the New 
York Herald has said, the proper way 
to avoid this is to keep the jury away 
from the newspapers and not the news 
from the wh'ole public. 
This publi- 


cation to which Justice Stevens ob- 
jected was merely the report of an 
interesting happening, incident to the 
Fosburgh trial and not 
newspaper 


comment upon, the progress of the 
trial that would, if it fell into the 
hands of ths jury, be an outside in- 
fluence operating to the return of a 
verdict of guilty or not guilty. There 
were publications weighing the evi- 
dence and professing to say against 
which sids it argued, and if Judge Ste- 
vens had based his action upon such 
publications no exceptions could have 
been taken. But such as it was his 
action was wholly unexpected, seemed 
to the lay mind uncalled for and left 
the impression that the court was in- 
clined to be technical 
instead of 


broadly just -with 
the 
newspapers. 


No newspaper 
endeavoring to ob- 


serve the ii.slructions given by the 
judge at the opening of the trial felt 
sure of Us ground and almost all of 
them must have expected to be hauled 
up for contempt because of the pub- 
lication of something that seemed In- 
Iriocent enough to reporters, editors 
and publishers alike. When this situ- 
ation obtains something is out of 
joint, for it may be set down that 
that which seems innocent in charact- 
er to newspaper men would have no 
effect upon the average jury. 


Effect upon the jury seems to be 


that which the court was guarding 
against when the New York newspa- 
per men were expelled from court, but 
it does not take even the keenness of 
newspaper men to detect that there 
were things overlooked in which there 
were more possible danger of this 
class than in anything any newspap- 
er might have published within any- 
thing like reasonable bounds) 
Spe- 


cial seats were given the family of 
the accused at the Fosbugh trial and 
reserved with these official seats were 
seats for friends of the family. The 
•fealg for friends were occupied on 
more than one day of the trial by per- 
sons of such prominence atod influ- 
ence in Berkshire county as the Plun- 
ketts of Adams. 
Now, what is the 


possible result of

things that happened at the 
trjal? 


Observe that we inquire only regard- 
ing the 
possible 
result 
and 
do 


not say or intimate that there were 
results, for we have :.:gher regard for 
the intelligence and character of a 
Berkshire jury than to say that they 
would be or could be influenced by 
anything beyond the evidence, the ar- 
guments of counsel and the charge 
of the court. But to an outsider, we 
fear that things would appear differ- 
ent. To take the Fosburgh trial as 
an Illustration of things possible and 
not of things actual, we may inquire 
if the presence 'of such persons of 
prominence and Influence as W. B. 
Plunkett of Adams as friends of the 
accused would not be likely to have 
as much, if not more influence upon 
a jury than the publication of a news- 
paper story no matter how biased. 
Men like Mr. Plunkett, whose busin- 
ess, social and political influence in 
a county is not to be lightly estimated 
sitting as a partisan of an accused 
person in a county court, may have 
no little influence upon a jury. The 
presence of such men practically says 
to a jury, "We know this accusc-d to 
be Innocent and you should find him 
innocent in your verdict." la this, <>r 
is It not a "grave offense against 1he 
administration of justice?" If it were 
the other way it should certainly bo 
no less open to criticism and no less 
suscepfiblo to comparison with a pub- 
lication In a newspaper held by any 
judge to be offensive. 
If such men 


lent their presence to the sido of the 
commonwealth the possible result of 
it would be no less and tho unfortu- 
nate quality of the situation would 
bo no less regrettable . In consider- 


ing this it must ba born* la mind 
that very few jurymen, on» or two, 
can force a disagreement and a mis* 
carriage of justice for or against th« 
defendant 
or 
commonwealth. 
And 


men or families^ slipttrllttively con- 
spicuous or Influential in a commun-4 


Jty. could hardly fall to have great 
influence upon tone or more m*«Jberfl 
of a Jury drawn from that communi- 
ty. Men whose Influence is not even 
confined to their county or fctato, but 
extends to the wider fields of the na- 
tion, lending encouragement by their 
presence to any side of a ease in court 
can hardly, in the nature of things it 
vould seem, be without influence upon 
the jury that is to render the verdict 
In ihe case. The impropriety of such 
a th'ng is inconsequential; the re- 
sult is tae , important consideration. 


?o then, if newspapers may not re- 


port a cpmparatively oreraote thap-- 
pening lest the administration of jus- 
tice be affected and the newspapers 
and their reporters stand in contempt 
of court, would it not be well to be 
as careful of the jurors' minds with 
respect to men and things in the court 
room as to be careful of them with 
respect to matter that may appear in 
the public prints? There can be a 
technical and there can be an effect- 
ive offense and there should be diff- 
erentiate! <ontempt

Leary, 
or Michael "Welsh, 
as he 


claims his correct name is, 
has been 


particularly anxious to make a public 
Statement reg',arcf{n# the affair and 
yesterday he told the story of his life 
to a reoorter. 


Born in Philadelphia, SO years ago, 


he lived In that city up to six years 
ago. He had been employed as a bar- 
tender and until he left 
home 
was 


never known to get Into-trouble. His 
father, four brothers and two sisters 
reside in that city and he had a very 
pleasant home. 
He was not married. 


For six years he has been a wander- 


er. During 
that time he travelled 


through 25 states and Canada. In a 
goodly number of the places he was in 
trouble and In many he served terms 
in jails. 


Coming down to his second arrest 


in this county and his confinement m 
jail, the orisoner says he seems to be 
"up against" 
it all the time. He 


claims he was unjustly punished by 
the officer whom he killed. 
He ad- 


mitted that he intended 
to get even, 


although 
his plan of so doing was 


hastily decided upon. 


Leary, or Welsh as he claims Is his 


name, says that after he had been 'n, 
jail one month he was called UTV be- 
fore the 3ate 
James W. • Fuller and 


censured for failing to do his work In 
a satisfactory ' manner. Hs said the 
overseer 
Informed him that he had 


been there a sufficient length of time 
to do good work and there wag no ex- 
cuse for turning out work such as he 
did. Officer Fuller then ordered the 
other officers to place him In solitary 
confinement. 


The prisoner claims that out of five 


barrels of leather given him to work 
into shoe heels. 
three of them were 


very bad. This, 
and his lack 
of 


knowledge as to how to make shoe 
he«ls were the causes of h!s not turn- 
ing out satisfactory work. 


Leary also says he believes that the 


officers were "down on him." and that 
they were but making an effort t/> eet 
even. He thinks this has been true 
since he was in jail three years ago. 


During his 
conflenment in soiitarv 


he thought of several schemes to get 
even with 
Officer Fuller but no clan 


was definitely decided upon 
in 
his 


mind. The first day after he returned 
to work he informed another prisoner 
that he expected there would be fur- 
ther trouble. Whether this was to ba 
trouble caused by the officers or him- 
self he did not know. 


As to the fatal assault he said that 


the matter did not come Into his mind 
until H« saw the officer walk to the 
sink last weekr "Wednesday. Then he 
grabbed the mallet and rushed over 
to him. His temper, which, he admi>°« 
is a bad one, was aroused and murder 
was In his 
heart. He ,believed he 


would have killed the man instantly If 
others had not inferferred. Ha found 
the overseer's billy and was searching 
for his revolver when interested. 


Leary says that he 1s sorry That he 


assaulted the officer end says it was 
due entirely to his bad temper. It has 
brought upon himself a great deal of 
trouble. 


Aa to vThat he expected would be 


done with him, he had little to say, 
He said this rested entirely In 
tfee 


hands of others, and" he supposed ne 
had to abide by their decision. 


Leary has entirely

DR. PADOOCK IS DEAD 


End Came Last Night, Hastened by 


Fosburgh Trill 


Dr. Frank K. Paddock. 
-10 yea's 


old, 
dit-d in his home in Pittsfleld 


last evening at 9.45 pc'lock. He had 
been ill for some time with rheuma- 
tism of the heart and it is thought 
that his appearance at the Foaburgh 
trial hastened his death. 


When he was on the stand last week 


Thursday and Friday, as one of the 
most important witnesses for the .com- 
monwealth he had frequently to stop 
and get his breath before he could 
proceed. On the following1 Saturday 
Dr. Paddock started to pefbrm an 
operation in the House of Mercy, but 
was obliged to be relieved in the 
midst of it by other physicians, He 
has been confined to his home and has 
been constantly failing since then. 


Medical Examiner Paddock was one 


of the most experienced and 
best- 


known physicians and surgeons in 
Berkshire county and was known to 
many in this city. 
His skill was 


known to the leading physicians v>f 
New York, and such men as Drs. Bull 
and McBurney often called him in 
consultation. He was a frequent ad- 
visor in critical cases in the House 
of Mercy and no man in Pittsfleld 
will be more greatly missed. 
Dr. 


Paddock's skill as a doctor together 
with his ennoblig qualities as a man, 
have, in foct, made- him the friend 
and adviser .of 
scares, of 
families 


throughout Berkshire. 


Dr. Paddock was born in Hamil- 


ton, 
N. Y.. in 1841. He was gradu- 


ated from the Berkshire medical col- 
lege in 1864. He afterward 
took a 


post graduate course in New York, 
under the special instruction of Dr. 
Austin Flynn, Sr. Upon returning to 
Pittsfleld he entered into a partner- 
ship with Dr. Green., He was dean 
of the Berkshire medical college, in 
which he held a professorship until 
the college was closed, in 1867.

CAGED WILD ANIMALS 


THE BEAST THAT SPRINGS 18 THE 


ONE TRAINERS FEAR. 


Inexperience and C>rel*nneu Are 


the Greatest F«ct»r» In Accident*. 
A Tpnlner'* Experience Wltn nn 
Excite4 Lion. 


A famous wild animal trainer, who by 


virtue of many years experience in han- 
dling wild animals has came to be a sort 
of adviser and coach of animal trainers, 
says that in a very l»tf» percentage of 
cases injuries suffered from trained ani- 
mals are the jCaiilt of the trainer. 


"Inexperience and carelessness are the 


great factors in accidents of this kind," 
says the trainer. 
"The average young 


trainer is too likely to forget that every 
one of the big cats has fire mouths, as 
cue may say—one iu his head and four 
more at the ends of his paws—and each of 
those mouths is capable of inflicting ter- 
rible injury. However, we do not place 
an animal in the list of bad animals un- 
less be makes a direct and full attack. 
Striking at the trainer with the paws 
amounts to little; it may be even acci- 
dental. It is the spring that counts. 


"Every trainer expects to be clawed 


somewhat. It may lay hit1, up for awhile, 
but he doesn't lay it up against the 
beasts. 
The trainer's own arms, legs, 


breast and back are elaborately tattooed 
with testimonials from his feline friends 
of past years. But the beast tbat springs 
must be beaten Into submission, or the 
trainer nrrst csci^v from the cage as 
soon, as possible. 
If the animal really 


means business, it is the man's part to 
get out, for no man can stand against the 
strength of a lion or tiger or the wonder- 
ful agility of a leopard. 


"The best defense against a charging 


lion or tiger if one has only a club is to 
strike the animal on the nose, hitting np 
from under, but this is by no means an 
easy thing to do, as the creature will 
dodge and block with a degree of skill 
that would do credit to a champio^ of 
the ring. Meantime, however, the man 
can have been edging into a position 
favorable to escape. 
The felines jump 


for the throat, and an agile man if ho 
sees that the animal is going to leap can 
avoid the onset and get in a blow that 
may send his assailant cringing to the 
other end of the cage. - 


"No man who is not agile has any busi- 


ness with these Brutes. If knocked down, 
the man's only chance is to struggle to 
the bars and raise himself, for on his 
feet he has a chance of controlling the 
animals; down, he is completely at their 
mercy, and they have no fear or respect 
for him. The minute his body touches 
the floor he ceases to be the master. 


"A number of bad accidents that have 


come under my notice ha^e been ascriba- 
Me tu drunkenness on the part of the vic- 
tims. A half drunken fellow goes into 
the cage with a desire to show off his 
mastery over the animals and, cursing 
and swearing at them, puts them through 
their paces without let tip. Every ani- 
mal knows when lie is being overworked, 
and there is nothing he resents more bit- 
terly. 
The animals endure being 'put 


upon* for a time; then the first thing the 
trainer knows one of them has him 
pinned, and if he gets out alive it is 
more than he deserves. 


"One must bear constantly in mind 


the possible effect of his course of action 
upon the animals he is handling and tho 
construction which their reasoning or in- 
stinct or whatever you choose to call it 
is likely to put upon his acts.
